Actually, I got it for this past Christmas. My brother found it at 
a regular flea market...he tells me it was inexpensive. 


I had to borrow his Allen wrench set before I started in on the 

rig -- my Stanley set didn't go down that small, and I had to get the 
knobs off the front panel. Anyway, to make a long story short, I 
finally got a round tuit yesterday. 


I gave the thing a good scrub with Dow Scrubbing Bubbles bathroom 
cleaner. It did a great job on the black wrinkle finish. I could 

see the brown gunk bubbling right off the knobs, too. This was followed 
with Scott's Liquid Gold wax. I stayed away from the dial windows and 
scales with this stuff, and just used a damp cloth on the window and 

a DRY cloth to dust off the dial scales. 


A Sanford SHARPIE marker took care of the few scratches. Now the 
radio is perhaps an 8 in appearance. Much better than when I 
got it. Oh, heck, looking at it now, I might give it an 8.5. <grin> 


I sprayed tuner cleaner in all the switches, pots, variable caps, 
and tube sockets. I did not change out any of those wax paper caps 
(including the electrolytics) for the time being. None of them look 
physically damaged. (Just OLD.) 


I powered it up on a variac over the next couple of hours, perhaps 
20V at a step. 


At 110V the thing played! 


I guess I have a little more respect for Hallicrafters now -- almost 
50 years old and the thing actually sounds nice. The dial calibration 
was even on at 15 MHz! I will also have to check out one of those 
books on Raymond Loewy. The S-38B style is a tad too asymmetrical 

but I kinda like it. <grin> The S-38 had more symmetry with 

some more switches and another small knob under the dials. I do 

like the green glow of things. Maybe I _will_ get an SX-42 

someday. 


I spent about two hours listening to the thing on AM and SW. The BBC 
came in loud and clear, of course. I tried SSB and CW on 80M. The 
dial is quite touchy but I didn't really see any objectionable drift 
once a station was tuned in. Speaking of tuning, I had to restring 
the bandspread dial cord. It was duck soup since I had the main 
tuning one to go by. Radio Shack still sells dial cord with springs! 


I tuned across something announcing "Turks and Caicos" and going into 
Spanish. My first thought was Radio Vision Christiana, which some 

of us Boston Area DXers have heard in the past. I knew I was 
"somewhere below 1400 kc" so I checked the World Radio TV 

Handbook -- 1330, relayed by WWRV in New York. Oh well... It 

was fun listening to AM stations fade in and out and change 

places. It brought back memories of doing the same DXing with 

a Realistic table radio, before I discovered SW. 


One interesting thing I will tip my hat to Mr. Halligan about. The 
bandspread tuning is accomplished by removing a pair of plates 
from the main tuning cap, and mounting them such that they mesh 
through the underside of that cap. The variable is mounted on 

its side. Very novel design; I wouldn't have thought of it! 


This S-38B has some sort of bum tube or something; it's mechanical. 
The slightest bump makes wicked crunching noises. I haven't taken 
the bottom off to tap components, but I did test all the tubes on 
an emission tester. One drops out when the base is wiggled. 

That's probably the one! 


My only other Hallicrafters rx is an S-38DM which I got several years 
ago. It's the sliderule dial S-38 style. I bought it because I 
thought it might be rare -- the metal cabinet has a mahogany wood 
paint finish. I'll have to dig it out of storage and see what's 

wrong with it -- last time I tried it, it played, but with lots 

of popping and crackling in the speaker.

I am willing to bet a month's salary that out of the 500+ BA members, 

there will only be a minority of users who have Unix/Postscript capability. 
The solutions that are currently being tendered for the transmital of 
schematics are both upscale and elegant. They will work for the power users 
within the group and that's about it. Without knowing the computing resources 
and skill levels the BA group as a whole, any solution is doomed to failure. 


When a corporate computing system is being proposed, rarely if ever, does one 
have the luxury to start from scratch. In every case, there is already a 
computing resource on site, however old, in which the corporation has 
invested x amount of dollars and they are reluctant to write off their 
investment. The final solution must take these existing systems into account 
in order for a vendor to be able to tender a financially viable proposal. 
Whether you are buying a PC for yourself, or a corporate enterprise network, 
there are several basic common steps to follow: 


1) Identify the business requirements of the users. 

2) Source suitable applications which will achieve the desired results. 

3) Determine the optimum hardware platform on which the applications will 
run. 

4) Train the users in the use of the applications. 


I have omitted several steps in the name of brevity, and sorry for making it 
sound like System Design 101. In certains cases, the presence of exisiting 
computing resources can blur steps 1 and 3. In the case of the BA group, we 
are starting with step #2. Personally, I don't have much interest in driving 
a project such as this since the photocopier and the mail system still serve 
my needs admirably. If this project has any hope in hell of succeeding, 
someone must appoint themselves as the champion and drive the thing. Ina 
fourm such as this there can only be one leader. Everyone else must follow. 


One last point - If a hardware/software standard and a system solution is 
finally developed, who's the lucky stiff, I mean volunteer, that gets to 
maintain the system afterwards? Did anyone think of that? :-) My views may 
not be the most optomistic but this is the way that I see it. I am not a 
‘rocket-science' system designer - just applying a common sense appproach to 
problem resolution.

Can the group stand one more FCC license exam story? 


I was stationed at Fort Monmouth from 1966 to 1969. Somewhere around 
1967 or 1968 incentive licensing was going into effect with the 
sub-bands for the different license grades. So I decided to upgrade 
from General to Extra Class at the NYC FCC office. Having the 

FCC First Class Phone license I thought I'd also go for the Second 
Class Radio-Telegraph license to round things out. The Extra and the 
Second both have 20-wpm plain text code exams. The Second also has 
the 16-wpm code group exam. 


So I got up to NYC early one morning and was looking around for the 

FCC building. Next thing I knew one of NYC's "finest" was flashing his 
red light at me... Seems I had run a traffic light... Damn, helluva 
way to start out before an FCC exam.... So the cop wrote me a ticket 
and said "You don't have to pay this since you're from out of state."

On 28 July, you said: 
"Anybody else actually use a one-tube xmtr running 65 watts?" 


If you look on page 177 of the 1959 ARRL Handbook, you'll find the 40 & 
80 meter 6146 oscillator similar to the one I used in the fall of 1960 as 
my first rig. K5QWT (deceased) was my high school buddy, helped me study 
for the Novice (we "talked" the code as he drove me home each day), 
helped dredge up the power supply components, and provided most of the 
construction expertise. With a couple 40-meter rocks and a dipole 
somewhere within +/- 10 feet of the correct dimensions, I had a xballx!! 
Had no VOM or SWR bridge, just the plate meter to tell me what was what. 
He'd measured the plate voltage resulting from a TV transformer at 600 
volts, and that was all I needed to know. Ran the little beast at 75 
watts until I got the General, then cranked it up to 90 watts until the 
6146 went flat and the bleeder resistor fell out (it had only been 
tack-soldered to the terminals). Had a homemade bug from l-brackets & 
coffee-can strip that I used to set on the chassis alongside the 6146 -- 
until the day I hit the xmit switch, slid my hand along the chassis to 
grab the bug, and grabbed the bottom end of the plate choke instead. The 
tip of my thumb looked like badly-charred bacon for quite a long time. 
Damn, I wish I'd kept that rig! Had an S-38E that I used with it. When 
the tube went flat, the folks bought me a used Globe Scout 65A & Johnson 
122 VFO, which I used on AM. 


Thanks for reminding me, Bill. I'll always treasure the memories of 
nights and weekends on 40 CW. Guess that's why it's the band I like 
best. Why didn't I get on 80? Easy -- when I tried to load up on 80 
with the 40m dipole, I melted that end of the miniductor! Never tried it 
again.

I've Repaired a few Collins radios, since I own 3 KWM-2's and 1 2A as well 
as an 32S1/75S1 pair and the various accessories that are available for them. 
You can purchase parts and paint from Surplus Sales of Nebraska, In 
Nebraska. Any serious Collins Guy should be able to tell you that since 
Collins stopped supporting that gear a while back. If you call Collins for 
parts, that's where they will send you. They Have paint that is exact match 
in spray cans that will take care of any paint problems you have. They do 
have replacement trim rings but they are made of plastic and haven't been 
real impressed with the fit of them, course I'm real fussy, especially when 
I'm working on a coustomers radio. Suggestion on the power supply voltage: 
Check your filter caps in the power supply and make sure they are the proper 
value. If they have been replaced with larger value caps, say, 80 or more MF 
that could account for your gain in High voltage. Also if someone has put 
the solid state replacements in the supply [replacing the tubes] this will 
also boost your high voltage measurements. I mention these things because I 
once had an Apache' transmitter that ran very high voltage on the plates of 
its 6146's { 1000VDC neighborhood} because of those same things. 
Didn't seem to bother the tubes but in this case I'd be concerned about the 
power supply cable insulation breaking down and making a mess of several 
things. Also just for fun, check and make sure the cal on the meter is right. 
I've chased my tail around before because my meter was out of calibration 
and it ended up being the problem. 
Let me know what you find. I'm always interested to here of new problems 
with Collins gear since their so much fun to work with and on.

Then add fifty years of 
CQ, 73, and the run of Ham Radio. Never mind the small ones like ER. 
That takes up an awfully lot of room. But it doesn't stop there. 


How about all the other hobbies that other folks appreciate as much as we 
do amateur radio? How about the American Kennel Club's Gazzette? More 


feet of shelf space. Then there's the Academy of Model Aviation... The 
Journal fo the American Medical Association... National Geographic... 
Scientific American... And the list goes on. 


Go into a good-sized news stand and look at the magazine rack. Multiply 
that number of titles by twelve. That's one year. Now multiply that by 
how many years you might wnat to collect. You get the idea. 


Maryland Radio Center in Laurel, Maryland, has a pretty good of back 
issues in a room they've set aside as a library. Anybody that wants can 
read to their heart's content and make copies of articles. Whoever 
donated those issues "done good"!

Bought two Hewlett Packard 200AB oscillators in '91. Turned them into 
projects this year (a symptom of overload? you bet!). You've heard 
about the intermittent 6F6 in the bench unit. Took the rack mount 
unit apart last weekend, washed it with brief immersion, took the 
dial mechanism apart and cleaned and oiled it. Today, I put it back 
together and applied power, after checking the caps with a GR 1650A 
bridge. The +275 test point read +200, and the transformer began 

to make hissing sounds. OK, I thought, it's still wet, so lets back 
off on the primary voltage and let it dry out by self-heating. Then 
I looked at the other side of the HV winding - it was 25% higher 

than the one I'd set to 75 volts for reduced voltage. Turned it off, 
and found the transformer to be hot. What have I done, I thought. 
Wait a minute, let's have a look at the fuse. The low amp instrument 
fuse had been replaced with an automotive 20 amp fuse - a bus bar, as 
far as the transformer was concerned. So I think the unit came to me 
with a shorted layer in the HV winding of the transformer - there 
wasn't any varnish left on the laminations. 


Moral of the story? The easiest test you can do on a piece of gear 
is to look at the replaceable fuses to see if they have reasonable 
ratings.

I'd like to take the discussion briefly back to pre-toob boatanchors. 


I recently acquired a couple of "pony relays" (?). One was made by 
Bunnell, the other came from the New York Relay Station of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co -- pre 1900 vintage (sadly, no actual date that I can find). 


Now, there was a time when I knew what these things were for, but don't 
remember much anymore (don't remember much of ANYTHING anymore, for that 
matter :-) ). I vaguely recall that these functioned as a rekeying device 
in a relay station -- i.e., essentially a sensitive relay taking a weak 
telegraph signal and rekeying on a fresh loop. 


The design is interesting -- a single pulse INTO the relay coil generates 
a short "open" on the output (which is a normally closed relay) on the 
leading edge of the input pulse, and another short "open" on the trailing 
edge of the input pulse. Kind of like an edge triggered single-pulse 
generator (Schmidt trigger). 


Can anyone re-enlighten me as to where these fit into the telegraph 
system?

> I generally mark the type number on tube bases with white ink; it's a 
>little more lasting. It will fade over time and can flake off if handled 
>too much, but it beats having to guess! 


Here's another method. There is a type of silver marker that is used for 
marking up glossy photos and is available through most leading stationery 
stores. (I use the Pilot Silver Super Colour extra fine marker #SC-S-EF). It 
really works well on glass and I generally reprint the tube type on the glass 
if it has faded. Optionally, I will do it on the base if the tube has a base. 


The post that you were referring to a while back dealt with methods of 
identifying faded tube numbers.
